70,000 Kurds join

BAGHDAD (R) — Iraqi Pre- 
sident Saddam Hussein said Sun- 
day 70.000 Iraqi Kurds bad vol- 
unteered over the last three 
months to join his forces in fig- 
hting Iran, the Iraqi News Agency 
reported.

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PSP leader outlines demands for reconciliation 


Lebanese opposition 
does not seek to topple 
Ge may el, says Junblatt

AMMAN — The leader of the Lebanese Pro- 
gressive Socialist Party (PSP), Walid Jun- 
blatt, said Sunday that the Lebanese opp- 
osition does not want to overthrow President 
Amin Gemayel but wants amendments in his 
current policy by revising the existing 
“one-party system 9 ’ as well as the foreign 
policy “which is aligned with the United Sta- 


vlr. Junblatt added that the 
mainly Druze PSP does not wan? 
to partition Lebanon, but “if the 
Israeli-Lebanese troop wit- 
hdrawal agreement of last May is 
not abrogated it would actually 
lead, to the division of Lebanon 
into tiny states." 

In an interview with the Jordan 
Times and A1 Ra'i newspapers 
Mr. Junblatt explained in detail 
about Lebanese national rec- 
onciliation efforts, the dispute on 
location for reconciliation talks 
scheduled for Thursday as well as 
the role of Syria in Lebanon. 

The Druze leader emphasised 
that “the internal Lebanese con- 
flict is riot fuelled by “communal 
■JeeHrigsbut the issue is Geraayefs 
Falangist policy and his political 
orientation which lead the country 
to Falangist domination almost 
absolutely.” 

He said that Lebanese ins- 
titutions of all walks of life are 
dominated by Falangists. 

He said that the Lebanese con- 
stitution “which guarantees equal 
rights to all its citizens entirely dif- 
fers from what is actually taking 
place, for the dominant positions 
in the country are filled with Fal- 
angists." 

‘No legitimacy 7 

Mr. Junblatt. one of the pro- 
minent leaders of the Syrian- 
backed Lebanese “National Sal- 
ration Front." also questioned the 
“legitimacy’' of the Gemayel gov-- 
eminent. 

“We should be cautious when 
we use the word ‘legitimate’ while 
referring to the Gemayel regime,** 
he said. “What is the legitimacy 
obtained through a parliament 
which renewed its own existence 
by itself for 12 consecutive 
years?" he said. 

In reply to a question how he 
can demand that Lebanon should 
abrogate its May 17 troop wit- 
hdrawal pact with Israel while he 
himself reportedly has a tacit und- 
erstanding with Israel, he said: 
“ My relationship and political all- 
iances are clear and well known.” 

He dismissed as unfounded 
press reports that he has sent a 


. special envoy to Israel for talks 
with senior Israeli officials. He ' 
also denied to have any acq- 
uaintance of the reported envoy. 
Dr. Salim -Abbas, and said: “This 
(the report) could only be a 
Falangist-fabricated rumour.” 

How can I ally myself with Isr- 
ael after my alliance with Syria?” 
he asked. “ My only alliance ts with 
Syria and Libya,” he stated. 

He went on to explain that* 
members of the Druze community 
in Israel had formed a committee 
“to support their brothers in Leb- 
anon on the basis of Druze sol- 
idarity and to demand justice" for 
the Lebanese Druze. The com- 
mittee, he said, is headed by She- 
- ikh ArourTarif; a well-known Isr- 
aeli Druze leader but “i per- 
sonally do not kifow its members." 

Mr. Junblatt said he app- 
reciated the gesture by the Israeli 
.Druze and said, “1 did actually 
thanked them in public during a 
meeting held at Majdul Shams on 
the Syrian-lsraeli border in Gal- 
ilee." 

The venue for Thursday’s Leb- 
anese “national reconciliation 
talks.” he said, is still in dispute. 
He cited security reasons for rej- 
ecting President Gemayel's pro- 
posal to hold the talks at the pre- 
sidential palace in Baabda. out- 
side Beirut. 

He also said that several pro- 
posals by the “National Salvation 
Front” on venue for the talks were 
rejected by the Lebanese gov- 
ernment. These proposals, he 
said, included the summer resort 
of the Maronite patriarch in Dee- 
man near Ehden in northern Leb- 
anon. the Arab League Hea-, 
dquarters in Tunis, the Uniied 
Nations regional headquarters in 
Geneva and Jeddah. Saudi Ara- 
bia. It was also proposed that the 
talks take place on “any ship in the’ 
middle of sea flying a Lebanon - 
flag.” he said. 

He expressed hope that an agr- 
eement on the venue will be rea- 
ched in 4.X hours. 

However, he warned, “if there 
should be any meeting it has to 
based on discussions of new pri- 
nciples for a new Lebanon and 
aiming at a serious political rec- 


onciliation.'' 

‘No separate state’ 

Commenting on the Druze 
drive towards the sea from the 
Shouf mountains before the cea- 
sefire and on being accused of 
wanting an outlet to the Med- 
iterranean for a separate state. 
Mr. Junblatt said the Druze aimed 
at “wiping out the Falangist pre- 
sence from the Shouf and remove 
them (the Falangists) from their 
strongholds.” 

“We wanted to protea the 
Shouf from massacres that the 
array had undertaken against civ- 
ilians in Kuformatta." 

He added: “Our failure was due 
to the intervention of the U.S. 
Sixth Fleet and this is how Gem- 
ayeFs legitimate authority is der- 
ived, not by Lebanese legitimacy 
for it is not a real one." 

“There has not been any plans 
for a separate state and there 
would not be any, because it is 
against the Islamic Arab-Druze 
sect, and it would be a suicidal pro- 
ject for the Druze,” he said. 

Commenting on the Shouf 
“civil administration” he ann- 
ounced last month. Mr. Junblatt 
said "ir is a temporary popular 
committee to undertake repairs of 
roads, waiez&pply networks, ele- 
ctricity. and hospitals that “were 
destroyed by- Falangist bom- 
bardments" 

“This committee will remain 
until the Lebanese government.- 
which had been carrying out its 
duties totally ignoring the Druze. 
areas " he said. 

“The PSP and the National SaI-_ 
ration Front define national rec- 
onciliation as a re-examination of 
the political system formulated in 
1943 under the moto “national 
charter." he said. 

In the views of the PSP and the 
“National Saltation From" “nat- 
ional reconciliation also means 
“restricting the authorities of the 
president, giving the people their 
right to elect their president, rev- 
ising the present election laws, and 
.establishing constitutional courts 
to examine the legality of the con- 
stitution. as well as establishing a 
grouping of all sects.” he said. 

In addition, he said, national 
reconciliation also means setting 
up a non-sectarian parliament. 

On whether Syria would change 
its stance with the Druze. in the 
event of a national reconciliation 
plan is reached. Mr. Junblatt said 
that the conflict is an “internal 
Lebanese issue.” 

He said that the Lebanese sho- 
uld realise that Syria has security, 
political and economic interests in 
Lebanon and*' Syria should at this 
stage define its interests so as a 
new Lebanon will be set up on 
these bases.” 


Nabatiyeh demonstrators protest against occupation 


Ten injured in South Lebanon 
as Israelis shoot into gathering 


NABATIYEH, Lebanon (Age- 
ncies) — At leak 10 civilians were 
'wounded in this southern Leb- 
anese market town Sunday, when 
Israeli soldiers opened fire on a 
large gathering of Muslim wor- 
shippers who were protesting aga- 
inst the IsraeK occupation of 
South Lebanon. 

Hie attack occurred when an 
estimated 100,000 Shiite Mus- 
lims were celebrating the feast of 
Ashuro, anniversary of the death 
of Prophet Mohammad’s gra- 
ndson, Hussein, in the year 680. 
- According to Israel Radio, the 
demonstrators attacked an Israeli 
patrol with stones and sticks. 

Reporters on the scene said that' 
the worshippers were marching 
through the town centre when an 
Israeli patrol opened fire. The 
worshippers then attacked the 
patrol with sticks and stone and set 
four Israeli vehicles on fire, they 
said. 

The reporters also said four Isr- 


aeli soldiers were wounded in the 
■dash and were carried away by 
helicopter while ambulances rus- 
hed the wounded civilians to local 
hospitals. Thousands of women 
and children fled in tenor, many. 
fain ting in the stampede. 

Ashura is traditionally an emo- 
tional occasion for Shfhe Mus- 
lims, who predominate in Israeli- 
occupied southern Lebanon. . 

Nabatiyeh has traditionally 
been the centre for Afhuru cel- 
ebrations in South Lebanon and 
thousands of Sh?ite Muslims flock 
to the town for the yearly cer- 
emonies. 

Earlier Sunday, Sheikh Moh- 
ammad Mehdi Shamseddin. a top 
Shfite clergyman and vice- 
president of the Higher Islamic 
Council in Lebanon, called for 
civil resistance against Israel. 

Speaking at a religious cer- 
emony to mark the feast. Sheikh 
Shamseddin warned Israel against 
closing access to South Lebanon. 


He said any such move would be 
confronted militarily. 

An Israeli military spokesman 
in Tel Aviv Sunday claimed that 
the soldiers opened fire on the civ- 
ilians after the patrol was att- 
acked. He said 10 Lebanese were 
injured, four seriously, and denied 
that any of the soldiers were hurt, 
adding that the town has been put 
under curfew. 

Israeli troops stiQ occupy sou- 
thenv-Lebanon, after puffing back 
from positions around Beirut 
taken during their invasion of the 
country last year. 

Beirut Radio said Israeli forces 
fired warning shots in the air 
above a crowd of worshippers in 
the port area of the southern city 
of Tyre. It said the Israelis later 
withdrew and there was no con- 
frontation. 

The broadcast said Israeli tro- 
ops bad made many arrests in the 
Nabatiyeh area. 
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PLO denies involvement 
in north Lebanon fighting

Hussein hopeful Riyadh 
summit can restore unity 


AMMAN (Petra) — His Majesty 
King Hussein Sunday evening 
expressed the hope that the for- 
thcoming Arab summit in Riyadh 
will be able to re-establish Arab 
solidarity in form and content so 
that the Arab Nation can confront 
the dangers it is exposed to with 
confidence and strength. 

King Hussein, who was spe- 
aking at a cabinet meeting, called 
on all Arabs to extend their sup- 
port to Iraq to enable that country 
to repel Iranian aggression which 
threatens the Gulf region's sec- 
urity, stability and progress. 

During the two- hour session. 
King Hussein reviewed with the 
ministers the Middle East region's 
political and security questions. 
He also briefed the cabinet in det- 
ail on the recent developments in 
the region including the events in 
the occupied Arab lands, the 
Iraq-Iran front and Lebanon. 

While reviewing the region's 
events. King Hussein stressed the 
need for all to be vigilant and con- 
scious of all the circumstances and 
dangers that affect the Arab Nat- 
ion and the Palestine problem, the 
Gulf region and the independence 
of Lebanon. 

The King also pointed to the 


effect of these developments on' 
Jordan which, he said, occupies a 
unique geographical position and 
therefore shoulders heavy res- 
ponsibilities in the region. 

Jordan, he said, is keen to serve 
higher Arab interests and is firmly 
committed to the Arab Nation’s 
causes. 

King Hussein also expressed the 
hope that the Lebanese people 
will honour and consolidate the 
present ceasefire agreement by 
proceeding to hold a national dia- 
logue and finally to reach national 
reconciliation. 

In a general discussion which 
followed the briefing, the King 
warned of the consequences of 
destroying the legitimate lea- 
dership of the Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation. Such action 
would inevitably harm the Pal- 
estinian people's rights and would 
also impede efforts aimed at lib- 
erating Jerusalem and rescuing 
the Arab inhabitants now living 
under Israeli rule. King Hussein 
said. 

The meeting was also attended 
by Chief of the Royal Court 
Ahmad Ai Lawzi. and Armed 
Forces Commander-in-Chiet 
Lt.-Gen. Sharit Zaid Ibn Shaker. 


Expansionist ambitions 
cause burdens for Israeli 
economy, Anani asserts

AMMAN — Israel's economy suf- 
fers from heavy financial burdens 
caused by the country's political 
and military ambitions in the Mid- 
dle East, according to Minister of 
Labour jawad Ai Anani. 

In an interview with the local 
newspaper Sawt AJ Shaab, Dr. 
Anani said that Israel seeks to 
expand its territory geographically 
at the expense of her Arab nei- 
ghbours and internationally at the 
expense of U.S. influence in the 
region. 

The Israeli economic crisis is 
really a financial crisis and there is 
a difference between the two,” he 
said in the interview published 
Sunday. He said: “Israel's eco- 
nomy has some strengths and 
some weaknesses. It is strong bee-* 
ause of Israel's marketing abilities 
in the West. Israel sells flowers, 
citrus fruit, diamonds, light arms* 
and light industrial products worth 
S2 billion annually, and this is equ- 
ivalent to the exports of all non-oil 
producing Eastern Arab countries’ 
put together. Israel's agricultural 
and industrial production and its 
tourism industry have made big 
progress and achieved great suc- 
cess because Israel possesses fer- 
tile land, ample supplies of water 
and modem technology. 

“ In addition to this, the Israelis 
are helped by the Arab weakness 
and the failure of the Arab boycott 
of Israeli goods. On the other 
hand, the Israeli economy has 
been suffering from back- 
breaking economic and financial 
crises represented in the nation's 
budget deficits, growing foreign 
debts, the drop in the value of the 
shekel, and an increasing dep- 
endence on foreign aid, specially 
from the United States.” 

“IsraeFs dependence on foreign 
aid is also coupled by its per- 
sistence in achieving Zionist aims 
like gaining and annexing more 
Arab land, settling Jews on Arab 
territory, linking the West Bank’s 
economy with that of Israel and 
evicting Arabs from their lands to 
establish new Israeli settlements,” 


Dr. Anani said. 

“As to the financial aspect of 
Israel's crisis. I can say that it is 
linked to the country’s endeavours 
for geographical expansion and 
for building settlements which will 
be populated with Jews. Israel bel- 
ieves that the settlements are the 
best means for ensuring its future 
and therefore any price the gov- 
ernment pays for building the set- 
tlements are justified." he said. 

“Since 1977, when the Likud 
came to power, Israel has been 
adopting Friedman’s ideas in eco- 
nomy. One of these is direct gov- 
ernment interference in economic 
affairs which requires the gov- 
ernment to meet moral com- 
mitments by feeding the poor and 
low-income families, especially. 
Oriental Jews,” the labour min- 
ister said . “Israel also tends to inc- 
rease taxes and reduce the value of 
the shekel to offset the deficit in 
the budget. As a result of these 
policies, there has been a sharp 
rise in prices and a high rate of 
inflation. At the same time. Israel 
has been causing the Arabs under 
its occupation to go hungry and so 
forcing them to abandon their 
lands. 

“So we can say that the Israeli 
economic and financial policies 
have had their adverse impact on 
the Arabs rather than the Israelis 
themselves/’ Dr. Anani stated. 

“I cannot support the view that 
the Zionist entity will collapse 
because of its economic pro- 
blems." he said. 

“The Israeli economy is based 
«on war. The longer the Middle 
East region is in a state of war the 
better for Israel's interests. This 
policy means maintaining a large 
standing army and huge number 
of reserves. This policy also ena- 
bles Israel to obtain more aid and 
arms from foreign nations and to 
lure more Jewish immigrants as 
long as the newcomers will find 
new lands and settlements in occ- 
upied Arab territory." he con- 
cluded.

A Palestinian statement issued 
in Amman Sunday expressed reg- 
ret concerning "distorted" news 
about the latest clashes in Tripoli 
which "took the Palestinian lea- 
dership by surprise.” 

The statement said that from 
the first of the latest Tripoli cla- 
shes. Palestine Liberation Org- 
anisationtPLO/Chairman Vasser 
Arafat began conciliatory contacts 
between the two warring factions. 

Mr. Arafat delegated Fateh 
Revolutionary Council member 


Munzcr Abu Ghazaleh to the 
Lebanese Communist Party hea- 
dquarters where he stayed until 
the fighting stopped, the sta- 
tement said. 

When the clashes were ren- 
ewed. Mr. Aratai himself took the 
initiative with continuous, coo- 
rdination of termer Prime Min- 
ister Rashid Karameh and other 
members of the coordination 
committee, which also include 
both IUM and the Communists, 
until ceasefire was reached, the 
statement added. 

“We expressour deep regret tor 
the victims who tell as a result of 
this lighting and we consider this a 
big loss for the Palestinian rev- 
olution." the statement said. 

Both the IUM and the Leb- 
anese Communists are considered 
allies by the PLO against Israel. ’ 

The IUM is a regional org- 
anisation in northern Lebanon 
and the strongest faction in Tri- 
poli. while the Communists are a 
national organisation and the sec- 
ond bigesi faction in the north. 

Referring to Syrian accusations 
that the Fateh leadership in Tri- 
poli has helped the 1U M against 
the Communists and their allies, 
the statement said: “We are not 
going to reply to- all the voices that 
try to distort the honourable role 
i he Palestinian re\olutir>n has pla- 
yed in order to stop the fighting 
and reaching the agreement rea- 
ched between all involved par- 
lies." 


PFLP, DFLP join calls 
for basic reforms in PLO 


DAMASCUS (R) — Two Pal- 
estinian groups Sunday demanded 
basic reforms in the Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation (PLO) sim- 
' ilar to those sought by rebels aga- 
inst PLO Chairman Vasser Arafat 
i within his own mainstream gue- 
rrilla group, Fateh. 

The two groups, the Popular 
Front for the Liberation of Pal- 
estine (PFLP) headed by veteran 
PLO leader George Habash. and 
the Democratic Front for the Lib- 
eration of Palestine ( DFLP> led by 
Nayef Hawatmeh. announced 
their proposals at a news con- 
ference here. 

Without naming Mr. Arafat 
directly, they blamed “errors and. 
corruption" on the current PLO 
leadership and demanded genuine 
“collective leadership" in place of 
what they clearly saw as one-man 
rule. 

A revolt against Mr. Arafat 
from within Fateh, the largest of 
the eight factions making up the 
PLO. surfaced in May. But Sun- 
day's proposals marked the first 
rime these two groups had given 
active support to the mood of dis- 
content. 

Voicing almost identical views 
.with the rebels within Fateh, the 
two groups demanded ail-out str- 
uggle against Israel, a purge aga- 
inst corruption and no dealings 


with any peace plan. 

Spokesmen for the two groups, 
however, insisted that their plan, 
to be presented to PLO ruling 
bodies, was a recipe for unity. 

It rejected any move involving a 
Palestinian homeland in con- 
federation with Jordan, called for 
the right to escalate armed str- 
uggle against Israel from Jor- 
danian territory and demanded 
ostracism of Egypt, which signed 
in 1979 the Camp David peace 
treaty with Israel. 

A spokesman for Mr. Haw- 
atmeh said individualism in the 
present PLO leadership was to 
blame for mistakes and dis- 
organisation. 

The groups said they also wan- 
ted changes in the way PLO fin- 
ances were handled and closer 
supervision of its funds. 

They called for stepped-up gue- 
rrilla operations inside Israeli- 
occupied territories and in Leb- 
anon. where they pledged unity 
with the Shi’ite Muslim Amal mil- 
itia and the Syrian-backed Nat- 
ional Salvation From, both of 
which oppose the Beirut gov- 
ernment. 

“The oniy alternative to lib- 
eration is armed struggle and this 
struggle must be intensified inside 
the occupied territories and in 
Lebanon." the croups' plan said. 


Thatcher names Tebbit 
to replace Parkinson 


LONDON (R) — British Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher Sun- 
day named one of her most loyal 
lieutenants. Employment Sec- 
retary Norman Tebbit. to take 
over the- trade and industry dep- 
artment following the resignation 
of Cecil Parkinson.

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Iran unlikely to 
attempt full-scale

MUSCAT (R) — Iran is unlikely to attempt a full- 
scale blockade of the straight of Hormuz at the 
mouth of the Gulf but it has the potential to create 
serious problems for shipping in the region, dip- 
lomatic and military sources have said.

Turkish parties start 
campaigning for elections ; 


ANKARA (R> •- Turkey’s pol- 
itical parlies started official cam- 
paigning Sunday lor Nov. o gen- 
eral elections, the lirsi ele- 
ctioneering allowed since the 
I'W military coup. 

The leaders ol the three parties 
approved by the military to con- 
test the elections were holding 
open-air rallies in three 
poliiieally-significant provinces. 

The leader of the rightist Nat- 
ional Democracy Party (NDP). 
retired Gen. Turgut Sunalp was in 
the Aegean coastal city of Izmir. 
Turgut Oziap of the rightist Mot- 
herland Party I MP| was in the nor- 
theastern city of Erzurum, and the 
leader of the mildly leftist Populist 
Party (PPj, Necdet Calp, was in 
the eastern city of Malatya. 

Political observers in Ankara 


said the significances! these areas 
was that each was a political str- 
onghold lor pre-coup parlies, and 
the new military-approved pol- 
iticians now were vying for grass- 
root support. 

The military authorities banned 
old-line parlies and politicians 
after the lUNii takeover. Since rai- 
sing a ban in April on political act- 
ivity. the authorities have sought 
to exclude anyone connected with 
the old parlies. 

The new parties approved tor. 
next month’s election have until 
Nov. 5 to campaign, put up posters 
and hold open-air and indoor rai- 
ies with the permission of local 
authorities. 

On Oct. 3(1. each party will have 
20 minutes on state radio and tel- 
evision for a campaign speech.

‘Iraqi pilots 
not ready to 
fly French jets’ 

BAGHDAD (R) — An Iraqi mil- 
itary commander, Gen. Moh- 
ammed Gass am. told French jou- 
rnalists in Baghdad Saturday that 
the delivery of the five French- 
built Super-Etendard aircraft had 
been delayed for technical rea- 
sons. notably that Iraqi pilots were 
not yet ready to fly the planes. . 

But Iraq's aim wasnot to use the 
warplanes in the Gulf War but to 
force its enemy Iran to accept 
peace in the three-year-old con- 
flict, the government newspaper 
■Al-Jumhuriya said Sunday. 

It said in an editorial: “Iraq 
aims not to use them in the war but 
to force Iran to accept peace.” 

Iran has threatened to halt oil 
shipments through the Gulf if Iraq 
uses the aircraft to attack Iranian 
oil installations. 

Iraqi President Saddam Hus- 
sein said last Thursday that he 
expected delivery of the aircraft 
by the end of the month. 

The newspaper criticised the 
United States and Britain, saying 
the two countries had put pressure 
on France not to deliver the pla-. 
nes. which are armed with Exocet 
missiles. 

Iran was insisting on continuing 
the war and France had taken a 
positive and correct position tow- 
ards the conflict and its com- 
mitments towards Iraq, it said. 

“Those who exert such pressure 
and create such a fuss must und- 
erstand that by doing so they do 
not serve the cause of peace, but 
encourage the aggressors." the 
newspaper concluded. 

Premier of 
Yugoslavia 
to visit Iraq 

BELGRADE (R? — Yugoslav 
Prime Minister Milka Planinc 
starts an official two-day visit to 
Iraq Monday for talks on bilateral 
economic ties and major int- 
ernational issues, the government , 
announced Sunday. 

Officials said he would have 
talks with Deputy Prime Minister 
Taha Yassin Ramadan and other 
leaders. 

• They paid Mr; Planmc’s deputy 
ZVone Dragan had been in Bag- 
hdad since Saturday to prepare for 
the talks which are expected to 
focus on ways to remove obstacles 
hampering further improvement 
of economic cooperation between 
the two countries. 

This was a clear reference to 
Iraqi debts to Yugoslavia running 
into millions of dollars, which 
Baghdad wants to defer. 

The debts stem mainly from 
hydro-electric, housing, tel- 
ecommunications and other dev- 
elopment projects carried out by 
about 100 Yugoslav companies 
working m Iraq, diplomats said. 

Officials said similar problems 
between the two friendly cou- 
ntries had been solved successfully 
in the past and expressed hope the 
obstacles would be removed dur- 
ing Mr. Planinc’s visit.

Shamir makes every Israeli poorer

TEL AVIV (R) — Israel's new 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir, 
taking power amid the most sev- 
ere economic crisis in the cou- 
ntry’s history, has launched an 
austerity programme that will 
make almost every Israeli poorer. 

The former underground fig- 
hter’s introduction to office has 
been traumatic, since he has found 
"himself doing three jobs — prime 
minister, foreign minister and act- 
ing finance minister — and app- 
ealing for public calm. 

Finance Minister Yoram Ari- 
j dor. long under attack, resigned 
after proposing that the entire 
economy should be linked to the 
United States dollar, a rescue plan 
that was met with shock and wid- 
espread derision. 

Mr. Shamir how faces the dif- 
ficulty of finding a replacement 
; acceptable to his divided coalition 
..of right-wing and religious parties 
■’While a groundsvyell seems to be 
- building to hold early general.ele- 
ctions. 

Mr. Shamir was forced to make 
the economy his top priority when 
he succeeded Menachem Begin, 
who was uninterested in economic 
matters and delegated them to 
others. 

The storm clouds have been - 
gathering for months. Foreign 
debt has risen to S21 billion 
about the same as this year’s bud- 
geted government expenditure — 
and inflation is running at 131 per 
cent. 

Most Israeli economists and 
businessmen blame Mr. Aridor’s 
anti-inflation policies for exa- 
cerbating the situation. . . 

The main strategy was to slow 
the Israeli shekefs devaluation 
against foreign currencies, but the 
shekefs artificially strong exc- 


hange rate damaged exports and 
brought a wave of imported con- 
sumer goods. 

Thousands of Israelis took hol- 
idays abroad on cheaply pur- 
chased foreign currency. con- 
fident that their wages were pro- 
tected because they are indexed to 
inflation. -- 

The spendthrift mood was enh- 
anced by a buoyant Tel Aviv stock 
exchange, where small investors 
reaped " heady profits until the 
market dipped this year. 

Last August Mr. Aridor aba- 
ndpned his strong shekel policy 
and many Israelis began moving 
their savings into dollars. 

Finally commercial bank sha- 
res, which play a major role in the 
■ economy and have proved a safe 
hedge against inflation, came 
under selling pressure in the sta- 
mpede for dollars. . 

Mr. Shamir’s initial austerity 
package — itn. IX per cent dev- 
aluation and halving of gov- 
ernment subsidies — was riot as 
tough as the treasury hoped "but 
will mean across-the-ooard price 
rises. 

Mr. Shamir has told the nation 
more austerity measures must fol- 
low but he may face a hard, task in 
persuading his ministerial col- 
leagues to take sufficiently strong 
action. 

In tlie past, the Likud coalition 
has dithered and fought over eco- 
nomic steps. 

The cabinet may be spurred on 
by the knowledge that failure to 
agree could pitch them into early 
elections at a time of public anger 
and cynicism over the handling of 
the economy. 

Some politicians believe early, 
elections — the present gov- 
ernment could theoretically hold 
on until 1985 — are anyway a- 
near-incritabiiitv some time next 


. year. 

The opposition plans to table a 
no-confidence motion when par- 
liament reconvenes For its winter 
session next week. The gov- 
ernment also faces a challenge 
from the Histadrut trade union 
federation which is now calling jor 
- its resignation. 

“The worrying thing is that ele- 
ctions may not resolve matters... 
one would bet on another dis- 
united coalition emerging." one 
senior Western diplomat said.*' 

The economic future is further 
clouded by debt repayments, for 
Israel must now start paying .pff 
loans taken to re-equip the army 
after the 1973 Middle East war. 

Economists wony that £[iis 
makes the country more dep- 
endent on United States aid aiid 
Washington might use this lo limit 
Israers options in a future Middle 
East crisis. - ■ • *» 

. ..The. fear of being at U.S. mejey 
stirred the storm of outrage with 
greeted Mr. Aridor’s plait, nftw 
dropped, to "dollarise the eco- 
nomy" by calculating state bud- 
gets and salaries in dollars. 

One immediate worry is what 
happens when the Tel Aviv stock 
exchange, dosed because of panic 
selling, finally reopens. 

Although departure of the unp- 
opular Mr. Aridor may have coo- 
led some of the grassroots anger, 
there have been bitter words over 
the government’s handling of the 
crisis. 

The most frequent charge isthaL 
the government misled the public 
by advising them to hold on to 
bank shares, pledging there would 
be no devaluation. 

“Those who thought the gov- 
ernment were liars, prospered." 
said a furious Tel Aviv sho- 
pkeeper.

Parenthood planning seminar opens

AMMAN — Representatives 
from the Middle East and North 
Africa regional offices of the Int- 
ernational Parenthood Planning 
Federation (IPPF) inaugurated 
Friday a one-week seminar ent- 
itled “Evaluation” at the Regency 
Palace Hotel. 

Representatives from societies 
in Jordan, Syria, Lebanon, Mor- 
occo and Tunisia, akmgwith the 
president and members of the reg- 
ional executive committee par- 
ticipated in the seminar during 
which they discussed issues con- 
cerning societies in the region. 

Mr. Tawfiq Isseirao, president 
of the Middle East and North Afr- 
ica region, and Dr. Ahmad Ham- 
moudan, the regional rep- 
resentative in Jordan, said in an 
interview with the Jordan' Times 
that the IPPF is the parent ins- 
titution of all parenthood org- 
anisations in the world, including 
106 societies in its membership. 

The IPPF they pointed, is a. 
non-governmental international 
institution financed by gov- 
ernments and other institutions 

who in turn finance the societies 

members within the federation. 

Activities planned by par- 
enthood organisations in each 

country include studies made on 

an academic basis to understand 
social problems and an attempt to 
find solutions to these la order to . 

achieve better living conditions 

and an understanding of the role 
of individual within the soc- 
iety. 

To facilitate Its duties, the fed- 
eration divided itself into regions. 
There are six regions in the world: 
The Western Hemisphere Region, 
the European Region, the South 
and South Asian Region, the Ind- 


ian Ocean Region, the Africa Reg- 
ion, and the Middle East and 
North Africa Region which inc- 
ludes in its membership: Egypt, 
Sudan, Tunisia, Jordan, Lebanon, 
Morocco, Syria, Iraq. Bahrain, 
North and South Yemen. Cyprus 
and Afghanistan. 

The main aim of the seminars 
held. Dr. Hammoudah pointed 
out, as it is clear from the title, is 
emphasising the role of evaluation 
within a modem framework dis- 
playing the freedom those soc- 
ieties operate through. The del- 
icate subjects these societies deal 
with, he added, are handled car- 
efully with maximum concern for 
social understanding and the aca- 
demic studies produced on each 
particular society in relation to set 
activities. 

Mr. Isseiran, president of the 
region, delivered a speech at the 
opening of the seminar, in which 
he explained chat evaluation is an 

essential component of the pla- 
nning and implementation pro- 
cess of any programme. The IPPF, . 
he added, has recognised the imp- 
ortance of evaluation and has pla- 
ced emphasis on tins activity. In 
the IPPF three year plans, the 
necessity, objectives and strategy 
of programme evaluation has 
been clearly spelled out. The task 
of evaluation, he added, is to imp- 

tove policy making, programmes 
and projects through studying 
their accomplishments, eff- 
ectiveness and impact. 

Mr. Isseiran went on to say that 

it is decided periodically to und- 
ertake overall programme eva- 
luations of associations as part of 

the evaluation process within the 
IPPF. 

This explains the objectives and 
procedures of such overall pro- 
gramme evaluations which will 
be carried out in partnership bet- 


ween the Federal Planning Ass- 
ociation (FPA) and the IPPF reg- 
ional bureau and secretariat, he 
said. Each of the three par- 
ticipants he added will benefit 
from the overall programme eva- 
luation in different ways. 

The FPA he said, will obtain an 
outside perspective on pro- 
gramme planning and imp- 
lementation, as well as assistance 
in the improvement of existing 
programmes and the development 
of new ones. The region will rec- 
eive in-depth information on the 
programme development, tec- 
hnical assistance and monitoring 
functions, a more realistic basis for 
the resource allocation process 
and for pfenning future support to 
FPAs. he said. While the centre 
wfll receive feedback on the policy 
making process of the federation 
as a whole, as well as information 
enabling IPPF to fulfil its acc- 
ountability towards donors. 

Mr. Isseiran went on to explain 
that, in order to fulfil the need of 
all three parties, it is necessary to 
have some degree of sta- 
ndardisation of the approach to 
overall programme evaluation, 
although any framework must not 
be so rigid as to inhibit flexibility 
of professional judgment in the 

face of varying local cir- 
cumstances.

AMMAN (J.T.) — Jordan wit- 
nessed big strides in agricultural 
development over the past three 
decades and is making every effort 
to achieve food security, acc- 
ording to agriculture Under- 
secretary Salem Al Lawzi.

Also on the anniversary Sun- 
day, the Arab League issued a sta- 
tement urging Arab states to int- 
ensify their cooperation with 
other nations in the field of inc- 
reasing agricultural production. 

Over the past two decades, the 
Arab World's increase in food 


production did not exceed 3.3 per 
cent per annum while demand inc- 
reased by 5.3 per cent, the sta- 
tement said. 

Meanwhile, the Ministry of 
Communications Saturday ann- 
ounced that it has issued a set of 
commemorative stamps on the 
occasion of World Food Day. The 
stamps entitled “food security." 
are of 10, 25, 40, 50, and 100 fils 
denominations, and are available 
at post offices throughout the 
country.

AMMAN (Petra) — The pre- 
sident of the Natural Resources 
Authority (NRA), Mr. Yousuf Al

been conducting seismqlogical 
surveys in the Azraq region as 
part of a national programme of 
oil exploration in Jordan. 

The two officials who paid a 
visit to the prospecting site were 
briefed on the team’s programme 


and activities. They also inspected 
the desert dams project which the 
NRA is currently implementing in 
the Khalidiyeh region. 

One of the major dams is the 
Khalidiyeh Dam which will have a 
storage capacity of 1.5 million 
cubic metres. The water behind 
the dam is to be used for imp- 
lementing a pilot project of rem- 
oving salinity from the und- 
erground water in the Azraq and 
Khalidiyeh regions. 


AMMAN (Petra) — The Ministry 
of Supply Sunday awarded a con- 
tract to a foreign consultancy firm 
to conduct a feasibility study for 
the establishment of a slaughter 
house for poultry at Duleil. north 
east of Zarqa. 

Under the agreement, signed at 
the Ministry of Supply, the con- 
sultancy firm will prepare the nec- 


essary studies and tender doc- 
uments and supervise the imp- 
lementation of the project. 

The projected slaughter house, 
which is expected to have a pro- 
ductive daily capacity of 3U ton- 
nes, is designed to meet the inc- 
reasing demand for fresh poultry 
meat. 

The abatoir will be supplied 


with up to date equipment for sla- 
ughtering the birds as well as pac- 
king and refrigerating facilities, 
and will have a unit for marketing 
the surplus product abroad. 

The agreement was signed by 
Minister of Supply Ibrahim Ayy- 
oub and the director of the con- 
sultancy firm.

After the embargo 


TODAY. October 17. 1^83. marks the passage of a decade since the 
ministers of Arab oil producing countries decided to impose an emb- 
argo on shipments of their oil to countries which actively supported 
Israel in the October war of 1973. That support manifestly condoned 
Israel's occupation of Arab territories that it seized in 1967 and its 
subsequent refusal to comply w ith repeated U.N. resolutions on the 
matter. It is timely to assess the impact of that oil embargo. 

The answer to the question of w he t her the embargo accomplished 
its goal is **no**. The purpose of imposing the restrictions were simply 
to help bring about a complete Israeli withdrawal from all Arab 
territory occupied in 1967. and to help restore the legitimate rights of 
the Palestinian people. That action achieved neither. Since then, 
Israel has gone on to occupy part of Lebanon, in addition to its 
continuous occupation of the West Bank. Gaza and the Golan. How- 
ever. the events of October 1973 and early 1974 did produce one 
tangible result. The sudden perceived shortage of fuel brought home 
to a w ide segment of the American public the fact that the Middle East 
is more than just Israel. United States policy and relations vis-a-vis the 
Arab region came under general, albeit temporary, scrutiny and 
U.S. interests in the area and Israel's wanton use of U.S.-supplied 
weapons no longer went unquestioned. 

VV estern pund its often spec uiate as to w hether another oil embargo 
might be imposed. Events, however, are shaped by specific cir- 
cumstances and timing. Recourse to an oil embargo is not always the 
only or even the strongest option open to the Arab Nation in its 
continuing struggle against Zionist invasion and occupation. Oil is a 
powerful complement to a whole array nf factors that could be drawn 
upon if a enmprehensi v e marshalling of resources is deemed necessary 
w hether to deflect a perceived danger, to defend a right, or to regain a 
nation's usurped territory. As a matter or fact, unlike the U.S.. the 
Arabs have not used the embargo in peacetime to support political or 
economic claims. The Arabs resorted to that action only when a war of 
aggression was underway against two Arab states — a war made 
possible only''bv immediate and massive U.S. arms support that 
helped systematically to destroy Arab towns and vital economic Fac- 
illies. 

The world understands a nation's right to self-defence with all its 
resources. Short of such a defence by the Arab countries themselves, 
the understanding chat some countries express for the Arab cause in 
various international fora w ill remain more akin to diplomatic cou- 
rtesies than to an unambiguous, reliable and effective stand with the 
Arabs. 

In the 10 years that have elapsed since the 1973 oil embargo, 
various developments in the Arab World have not included the app- 
earance on the horizon or any real chance to establish a comprehensive 
and just peace in the area. The 1973 oil embargo was due une- 
quivocally to the U.S. administrations' bias and the imbalance of their 
policies in the area. Those policies have not changed despite the vital 
interests of the U.S. in the Arab World. — OAPEC Bulletin.

AN UPROAR hasarisen following the announcement that Iraq will 
receive French Super Etendard planes to defend itself against Iranian 
attacks. The uproar was caused by Iran's threats to the Gulf region 
which should remain open and free for the shipping of all nations. 
Iran has aroused this consternation to cover up Tor its own failure in 
the Gull war and wants to divert the world" s attention and that of the 
Iranian people trom the successive failures of the regime both on the 
domestic and external fronts. 

Those who are concerned about the shipping in the Gulf ought to 
put pressure on Iran to make it end its war with Iraq rather than try to 
stop Iraq I mm obtaining the French warplanes with which it intends 
to defend itself. Jt is the Iranian regime that has so far turned down all 
initiatives for peace and is persisting in pursuing its war against 
neighbouring Iraq. 

Those who are concerned about the freedom of shipping in ihe 
Gulf ought to know that they have no right to interfere in Iraq’s 
affairs and its arms purchases. Iraq wants the planes to defend its 
people, its territory and waters trom Iranian aggression. Iran is to be 
blamed for the continuation of Lhe war and the Iranian regime is 
solely responsible lor any threat i«.i shipping in the Gulf and the threat 
to peace in thin region.

Limits of Israeli intransigence 


Israel is currently going thr- 
ough a devastating economic 
crisis as manifested in the 
one-week closure of the stock 
exchange, the continuous dev- 
aluation of the shekel by 5U per 
cent since last July, the three- 
digit inflation of 1 4tJ percent in 
19K3. the increasing balance of 
payments deficit- the low 
growth of productivity and inc- 
ome. the pressure to cut the 
budget by one billion dollars, 
the general strike of workers 
and employees which was eff- 
ected yesterday, the huge for- 
eign debt of $21 billion, and 
many other problems. The list 
of these problems can be exp- 
anded further to make it a 
more detailed one that plague 
the Israeli economy. 

The deep-rooted causes of 
this and previous economic cri- 


ses are well-known and can be 
summarised as following: Most 
of the cost of establishing Israel 
and financing its occupation 
3nd militaiy expansion has 
been provided by other cou- 
ntries or imposed on them. 
This includes American eco- 
nomic and military assistance. 
German repatriation pay- 
ments. Jewish Appeal Fund 
iransfeis. Israeli bonds safes, 
the confiscation of Arab land 
and resources, tax revenues 
from Arab citizens under Isr- 
aeli occupation, and many 
other sources. It is not always 
easy and forthcoming to raise 
the Israeli earn togs from all 
these sources to match the Isr- 
aeli needs, particularly as these 
needs now are doi for a smaJJ 
state willing to cooperate, but 
(hat of an intransigent regional 


power. The gap will widen 
more and more which will force 
Israel to reconsider its pri- 
orities. Though the Zionist 
movement hopes to have its 
options always open, the inc- 
reasing economic gap in Israel 
will force a limit on these 
hopes. 

The missions of the Int- 
ernational Monetary Fund that 
visit member countries have 
consistently pointed out that 
they differ with Israeli policies 
of rapid inflation, unstable 
exchange rate and extensive 
subsidies to local consumption, 
production and exports. The 
Israeli official response has 
been that their defence req- 
uirements have overriding pri- 
ority over other con- 
siderations. What they really 
mean by defence is attack and 


occupation of additional Arab 
territories. 

While the present economic 
- crisis is severe in Israel, it will in 
no way lead to its collapse. On 
the other hand, the additional 
burden of the economic gap. 
since it cannotbe shifted totally 
to other sources, has to be inc- 
urred by the Israeli citizen, be it 
a wage-earner or an employer. 
The confidence of the Israelis 
ia their economic policies and 
their government has been also 
undermined. If this justified 
complaint and restlessness con- 
tinued in the Israeli society.'an 
internal factor will gradually 
evolve to limit Israeli exp- 
ansionist policies and practices. 

There ate other factors that, 
in time, will compel! Israeli 
decision- makers to reconsider 
their destructive designs in the 


region in addition to the nec- 
essity of shifting larger portions 
of the cost to the Israeli cit- 
izens. A point of caution sho- 
uld be mentioned here. The 
theme of this article does not 
reflect the understanding that 
Arabs should feel relieved and 
do nothing but wait for com- 
mon sense to prevail in IsraeL 
rather, they should strengthen 
their steadfastness and com- 
mon position in facing Israeli 
designs. Moreover, knowing 
these factors can provide dir- 
ections for Arab emphasis and 
action. 

lire death of Israeli soldiers 
while fighting in the occupied 
areas has a tremendous impact 
on the psychology of the Israeli 
society, particularly when they 
are no longer defending Israel 
in geographic terms. The fee- 


ling of living permanently in a 
fortress is not at all healthy. 
The occupation and adm- 
inistration of 2-5 million Pal- 
estinians and another half mil- 
lion Lebanese will erode, tho- 
ugh gradually, the traditional 
sympathy and support in the 
West for Israel. It will also lead 
to a double-standard treatment 
of people, an erosion of the cla- 
imed Israeli democracy. 

There are clearcut limits and 
constraints on Israeli occ- 
upation and expansion which is 
□ot only economic, but also 
psychological and political. 
Israel has always been using 
such circumstances as the pre- 
sent ones to move to other fro- 
ntiers and engage in new wars. 
Waich for the hot areas in the 
'coming year, namely, the Arab 
Gulf and Syria. 


Piecemeal approach to Mideast conflict 


falls short of achieving peace, says Qasem 


Following is text of the speech delivered by Foreign Minister Marwan 
A l Qasem to the Council on Foreign Relations in New York City on 
Tuesday. Oct. II. 


“Peace in the Middle East: Jordan's perception. 


Mr. President, distinguished 
members and guests of the Cou- 
ncil on Foreign Relations: 


It is a pleasure to be here with 
you today. I feel privileged to have 
been given the opportunity to 
address sveh a distinguished aud- 
ience. 

Because of your commitment to 
better understanding of world aff- 
airs. I view in your presence an 
ev idence of your belief in dialogue 
as a prerequisite lo that und- 
erstanding. which I am sure has as 
its ultimate goal the achievement 
of peace throughout the world. In 
that respect. I do hope that my 
remarks will contribute in some 
measure to a better understanding 
of an issue that is of paramount 
importance and urgency to all of 
us. 

I am sure that we agree that of 
all the issues now facing our tro-' 
ubled world, none reflects so urg- 
ent and critical a challenge as does 
the pursuit of peace in the Middle 
East. Thai the challenge has rea- 
ched a critical stage needs no ela- 
boration. For many years now. 
and especially since the Israeli 
invasion of Lebanon in June 19X2. 
we have been witnessing the int- 
ensified violence in the Middle 
East with the wider threat that this 
unresolved regional conflict poses 
for the whole world. 

The complexities confronting 
the challenge of peace, must also 
be addressed. They call for a car- 
eful evaluation of the cause and 
effect process that has brought us 
to the present explosive situation, 
h is also essential to stop viewing 
the issue of the Middle East as a 
set of separate problems. Any pie- 
cemeal policy which attempts to 
solve one side of the problem and 
neglects to address the roots from 
which it stems, is bound to fall 
short of achieving the wider and 
v ital goal for regional peace in our 
pan of the world. 

The basic issue in the Middle 
East, the issue which has spawned 
the many tangential conflicts that 
have dimmed our hopes for peace, 
is the Palestinian problem: And it 
is of utmost urgency that this isue 
be addressed within the context of 
a comprehensive settlement eng- 
aging the participation of all par- 
ties involved in the more than 
35 -year-old Arab-lsraeli conflict. 

AH through the last decades, the 
Palestinians have sought to regain 
their basic, inalienable right to 
self-determination on their own 
soil. Continuously, they have been 
refused a vioice in determining 
their destiny, and they have been 
denied "participation in the pos- 
sible solution of a problem that is 
basically theirs. 

Due to its historic, geo-political 
and demographic association with 
the Palestinian people. Jordan has 
always felt and shared realities of 
their agonies. We felt it a direct 
responsibility and duty to take all 
possible measures to alleviate 
their suffering, and to give them 
the opportunity to live in dignity 
until a just and durable solution to 
their problem is found that rec- 
ognises their legitimate rights in 
their homeland. When in I95u. 
the Palestinian people on the West 
Bank expressed their desire to 
unite with Jordan, a freely elected 
parliament representing both the 
state of Jordan and the West Bank 
ratified the union between both. 
Article 2 of the parliament dec- 
ision clearly states that the union 
did not imply the relinquishment 
of Arab rights in Palestine and cal- 
led for their realisation through 
legitmate means. We believe that 
those rights can be ensured thr- 
ough a just and comprehensive 
peaceful settlement. 

Throughout the past three dec- 
ades. Jordan has pursued and sup- 


ported every peace initiative that 
. has been proposed to resolve the 
problem. Jordan's commitment to 
the cause of a just and lasting 
peace in the Middle East remains 
unwavering today as it has always 
been. I would like to review some 
major facts which reflect Jordan's 
commitment to peace. 

We all know that the foundation 
of peace is based on the concept of 
"territory for peace." U.N. Res- 
olution 242. emphasised the ina- 
dmissibility of the acquisition of 
territory by war. and called for 
Israeli withdrawal from all the 
Arab territories occupied since 
1967 and for the ack- 
nowledgement of the right of all 
states in the area to live in peace 
within secure and recognised bor- 
ders. His Majesty King Hussein 
was. in fact, the chief Arab neg- 
otiator in the formulation of that 
;resolution: We were assured then 
by the U.S. administration of the 
day that the resolution will be imp- 
lemented within six months. We 
were hopeful that Resolution 242 
which had the unanimous support 
of the international community, 
would open the door for a just and 
comprehensive peace. Jordan 
endorsed and supported all efforts 
aimed at implementing this res- 
olution with its agreed terms: Full 
withdrawal for a full peace. Such 
efforts ranged from the jarring 
mission that began in 1967 and the 
Roger s initiative of 1969 to Res- 
olution 33x of 1973 adopted by 
the Security Council after the 
1973 war. 

Jordan cooperated with all 
these efforts and gave them its full 
support. During the seven year 
period. 1967-1974. Jordan did 
everything within its power to sec- 
ure the implementation of Res- 
olution 242 without success due to 
Israeli refusal to honour its com- 
mitments under the resolution. i.e. 
full withdrawal for full peace. 

This period is a significant one 
in the history of peace in the Mid- 
dle East. It therefore, warrants 
special attention and scrutiny thr- 
oughout. Jordan and also Eogypt 
were fully ready to implement 
Resolution 242 in all its parts. 

The PLO was not yet des- 
ignated as the sole representative 
of the Palestinian people. Jordan 
had the exclusive responsibility 
for the West Bank. Israel never 
seriously addressed itself to the 
implementation of Resolution 
242. Consequently a historic and 
unique opportunity for peace was 
lost and the responsibility for this 
loss lies squarely with Israel. And 
Israel shown a different attitude, 
the region would probably have 
been enjoying peace forsometirae 
by now. 

It is true that the Camp David 
accords achieved peace between 
Israel and Egypt. Yet. it is equally 
true that the accords failed to add- 
ress the other issues vital for a 
comprehensive settlement. Imm- 
ediately after these accords were 


signed. Jordan sought detailed 
clarification from the United Sta- 


tes on. these issues particularly 
those relating to withdrawal. Arab 
Jerusalem, settlements and Pal- 
estinian rights. 

It soon became evident that the 
accords failed to address these iss- 
ues. In brief, the accords were fau- 
lted not for what they achieved, 
but for what they failed to achieve. 
In addition, we in Jordan were 
surprised by the arbitrary role ass- 
igned to us in Camp David, wit- 
hout our knowledge or our par- 
ticipation. Morever. Israel rem- 
ained adamant in its det- 
ermination to continue the pro- 
cess of the gradual absorption of 
these territories. Israel's own int- 
erpretation of the accords, and its 
actions on the ground in the years 
since then, have confirmed our 


suspicions. We could not become 
a partner to an agreement which 
would legalise the annexation of 
the West Bank, including Arab 
Jerusalem, and Gaza. 

The Egyptian-Israeli peace tre- 
aty led to the evacuation of Israeli 
troops from Sinai, and to the res- 
toration of Egyptian sovereignty 
over that area, but it has also shi- 
fted the strategic balance dra- 
stically in Israel's favour, and 
damaged the chances of a com- 
prehensive settlement in the reg- 
ion. Subsequently, Israel felt free 
to annex Arab Jerusalem and the 
Golan Heights and to accelerate 
its illegal settlement activities in 
the occupied Arab territories. 

In this respect. let me add that 
the Israeli government has to date 
exporpriated more "than 5U per 
cent of the West Bank and made it 
available for Israeli settlers. There 
are now more than 150 set- 
tlements and the process con- 
tinues. Every day more land is sei- 
zed. more settlements are est- 
ablished or expanded, and dem- 
ographic changes are imposed in' 
the occupied territories. The daily 
despair and oppression suffered 
by the Palestinian people cannot 
but generate a resistance that will, 
in desperation at the grim pro- 
spects of the future, link itself with 
the radical elements that have 
been dangerously trying to dictate 
the course of events in our region. 

Though Jordan elected not to 
participate in the Camp David 
process, that did not mean the end 
of our pursuit in the search for a 
just and comprehensive peace. On 
the contrary. Jordan persevered in 
the search for peace and persisted 
in its efforts to induce wider acc- 
eptance for a peaceful settlement 
in the Arab World. In 1 97N. Jor- 
dan played an instrumental role at 
the Baghdad Arab summit, where 
for the first time, Arab con- 
sensus evolved calling for a pea- 
ceful negotiated settlement to the 
problem of Palestine, based on 
United Nations resolutions. 

This position was articulated 
and detailed at the. Fez summit in 
September 19X2, which coincided 
with the launching of President 
Reagan's initiative of Sept. 1. In 
essence, the Fez declaration is 
based on the principles contained 
in the U.N. resolutions, on ini- 
tiatives presented by several 
American administrations, and on 
the European position as stated in 
the Venice Declaration. 

All these plans call for the wit- 
hdrawal of Israel from the Arab 
territories occupied in 1967. the 
right of all states in the region to 
live in peace and security, and the 
right of the Palestinians to det- 
ermine their own future on their 
national soil. In the weeks that fol- 
lowed. His Majesty King Hussein 
led an Arab delegation to four of 
the five permanent members of 
the U.N. Security Council to inf- 
orm them of the Arab consensus 
reached in Fez. His Majesty vis- 
ited the Linited States in Dec- 
ember of the same year, where he 
discussed with President Reagan 
ways to achieve peace in the Mid- 
dle East. 

Jordan was the first Arab cou- 
ntry to recognise immediately the . 
positive elements in President 
Reagan's initiative. We welcomed 
the president's proposals as a pos- 
itive and courageous step in the 
right direction. In particular, we 
appreciated the president's dec- 
laration that the Palestine que- 
stion was the root cause of the con- 
flict. his reinstatement of the con- 
cept of “territory for peaoe". and 
his cal) for a freeze on the Israeli 
settlements. Israel's response to 
the president's initiative was out- 
right rejection. It emphasised its 
rejection by establishing add- 
itional settlements in direct cha- 
llenge to the president’s call for a 
freeze on such settlements. 

Despite Israel's negative rea- 
ction. Jordan continued her eff- 
orts to keep the momentum for 
peace. We worked and managed 
to keep the president's initiative 


the focus of attention within the 
context of search for peace in 
the Arab World. However. Jordan 
cannot, nor has the exclusive right 
to enter into any negotiations wit- 
hout the participation of the Pal- 
estinians. As we all know. Jordan 
accepted and respected the Rabat 
summit decision in 1974, which 
designated the Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation fPLO) as the 
sole and legitimate representative 
of the Palestinian people. 

Jordan therefore, undertook 
intensive efforts with the Pal- 
estinians to reach a formula thr- 
ough which we could announce 
our readiness to enter into a peace 
process based on Israeli wit- 
hdrawal from the occupied Arab 
territories in return for peace, in 
our dialogue with the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation, we sou- 
ght an agreement that would, 
govern and regulate the rel- 
ationship between the Jordanian 
and Palestinian peoples. This rel- 
ationship would express itself, 
from the moment of its con- 
ception. through joint 
Jordanian-Palestinian actions and 
decisions, based on the Fez plan. 
U.N. resolutions, and the pri- 
nciples expressed in the Reagan 
initiative. 

Regrettably, we were unable ar 
that point to reach a formula acc- 
eptable to all parties involved in 
this issue. A lack of flexibility from 
some quarters, opposition from 
radical elements in general. Isr- 
ael's continued occupation of 
large parts of Lebanon, the est- 
ablishment of more settlements in 
the West Bank, and the doubts 
that the American administration 
could implement the initiative, 
hampered our efforts to reach a 
positive conclusion. 

However, despite the absence 
of an agreement with the PLO on 
this matter, our dialogue will con- 
tinue with the hope of coo- 
rdinating our policies and pos- 
itions regarding the peace process. 

And while the stalemate con- 
tinues. Israel tightens its grip on 
the occupied territories in the 
West Bank. Gaza. Golan Heights 
and South Lebanon. At the same 
time, in a first step towards driving 
the Palestinians of the West Bank 
across the Jordan River. Israel 
tries to destablise Jordan by cal- 
ling it the Palestinian states. Israel 
chooses to ignore that fact that his- 
torically. politically and legally. 
Palestine is that territory west of 
the Jordan River. This was aff- 
irmed by the League of Nations in 
1922 when it did not include Jor- 
dan in the Palestine mandate and 
gave it a special separate status. 

The 1 947 United Nations par- 
tition plan for Palestine, upon 
which Israel bases its legitimacy 
and according to which it was adm- 
itted to the United Nations, was 
very clear and specific regarding 
the territorial application and the 
exact location of the two proposed 
Arab and Jewish states in Pal- 
estine proper. i.e_ west of the 
River Jordan. 

J would like to touch briefly on 
the main issues that comprise the 
elements of a comprehensive set- 
tlement. These elements are: 

1 1 Territorial issues, including 
withdrawal and settlements: Isr- 
ael's withdrawal from the occ- 
upied Arab territories, including 
Arab Jerusalem is the key element 
in any settlements, as stipulated in 
Resolution 242. Israeli set- 
tlements in these territories 
are illegal and violate the leg- 
itimate rights of their indigenous 
population. 

2 1 Peace and security issues: We 
believe that only a slate of peace 
generates security for all states in 
the area. Security must not be 
based on territorial considerations 
such as acquisition of territory 
under security pretexts. Nor sho- 
uld security be viewed as the exc- 
lusive preoccupation of one party. 
As a matter of foci, it is Jordan 
which needs security guarantees, 
rather than Israel, because of the 
vast military imbalance in Israel’s 


favour, and Israel threat against 
Jordan. 

3 1 Palestinian rights: The Pal- 
estinian people must be able to 
determine their own future thr- 
ough the exercise of their rights of 
self-determination under con- 
ditions of free choice. 

The tragic events we are wit- 
nessing in Lebanon now are the 
result of the lack of progress tow- 
ards achieving a just and com- 
prehensive peace in the Middle 
East. If we do not act now to ach- 
ieve a just and durable solution to 
the Palestine problem, the vio- 
lence in Lebanon qpuld very well 
engulf the whole area. A state of 
no peace and no war will ine- 
vitably inrite a wa*e of rad- 
icalisation that will destabilise the 
entire region and in effect thr- 
eatened your own interests. 

Yet despite the long saga of mis- 
sed opportunities, despite the 
complexities that now lend to obs- 
cure the basic issue, we continue 
to believe in the structure for 
peace that still exists. As I said 
before, this structure is based on 


international consensus and leg- 
itimacy. and 1 must repeat, for 
peace to be enduring, it must be 
just and comprehensive in con- 
cept. in process and in par- 
ticipation. Peace cannot be ach- 
ieved piecemeal. All attempts to 
impose separate peace agr- 
eements have led only .to further 
deterioration of lhe-'situation in 
the region. ^ / 

Only a comprehensive app- 
roach. based on the principles 
advocated and supported by int- 
ernational legitimacy, can lead to 
peace and to the normalisation of 
relations among the nations in the 
area. Normal relations cannot be 
imposed, the doors between nat- 
ions cannot be tried open by force. 
Jordan remains committed to the 
achievement of a just and com- 
prehensive settlement and will 
continue to do what is within its 
power to promote the chances for 
peace.

A last chance for 
Lebanese to sieze?

BEIRUT — A bright young Leb- 
anese came home last year full of 
hope that at least, with the Pal- 
estinians out of the way. his cou- 
ntry could manage its own fate. 

“ If I knew then whar 1 know 
now." he says with the warm smile 
that is the remains of Lebanese 
resilience. “ 1 wouldn' t have come . 
Butl l have to stay and chronicle 
the birth — or the death — of 
Lebanon." 

The mood in Beirut is bleak. 
The ceasefire is holding so far. and 
talks are scheduled on a "national 
reconciliation" plan, but no one 
pretends optimism. People have 
not begun to discuss rebuilding 
their gutted homes, as they did 
before. . 

The sense has spread widely 
that this is the last chance. Per- 
versely. that may give Lebanon 
some momentum for a revival, in a 
distinctly modified form. Oth- 
erwise. disintegration will harden 
into statelets, no more likely to get 
along than Lebanon's fighting 
communities do now. But that will 
not solve anything. 

The Middle East has not begun 
to took for solutions. Once again 
positions are tilting, alliances are 
shifting, everyone is probing for 
the next contest of will. 


At the moment Syria has the 
upper hand, and the Unjted States 
has moved to recognise that fact. 
after unwisely trying to exclude 
the Syrians as Soviet puppets. 

The I ran - Iraq war is reaching 
extreme crisis for the whole Gulf 
region, and for the Western world. 
Nobody else wants either side to 
win. 

There are hintsthat Syria is beg- 
inning to quarrel with Iran, which 
it supported effectively by cutting 
Iraq’s pipeline, and that "it might 
be prepared for warmer relations 
With its rival in Baghdad. 

Saudi Arabia has played a more 
open, direct role in regional dip- 
lomacy than ever before, drawing 
it into the other Arabs’ quarrels to 
a point it had previously con- 
sidered risky. 

Yasser Arafat's control of what 
remains of the PLO has been nea- 
rly eliminated by Syria. So Mr. 
Arafat is trying to revive some 
kind of deal with His Majesty King 
Hussein, along the lines of the 
Reagan initiative, to provide him 
with a new -base. 

That is the last thing Syria 
would enjoy . although its wily 
president. Hafez Al Assad, may 
envisage establishing a Syrian- 


controlled Palestinian ruler in 
Jordan in King Hussein's place. 
\lr. Assad never tells anybody 
what is in the back of his mind. 

It would be a grave danger for 
Israel, worse than the problems it 
had when the Palestinians ran sou- 
thern Lebanon. The Israelis are 
not going to get the "strong ind- 
ependent" (by which they meant: 
Christian-controlled and allied) 
Lebanon they set out to establish 
in last year’s war. Even partition 
would leave Israel with an occ- 
upation it cannot afford. 

In this peculiar period, when 
everybody is grouping for new 
supports to offset new pressures, 
there are no fixed points on which 
to base American policy. Every 
move is linked to other moves, ins- 
ide Lebanon and out. 

Selim El Hoss. the former 
Lebanese prime minister, says 
sagely that his country’s internal 
quarrels are so entwined with all 
the other Fights in the region that 
they cannot be separated . Reg- 
ardless of intention, the United 
States is now involved in domestic 
Lebanese politics because Leb- 
anese politics is directly engaged 
with all the other disputes. 

Switzerland used to be sug- 
gested as a model for straightening 
out this bowl of spaghetti. But the 
Swiss made order of a mixed-up 
state divided into nearly self- 
governing cantons by resolutely 
staying out of their neighbours’ 
conflicts and by defending their 
neutrality with a strong army. The 
Alps and the fact that the Swiss 
pattern was set Jong before there 
were tanks, planes and missiles 
helped a lot. 

Still, the Lebanese are coming 
to see this as their last chance at 
nationhood. The idea of neutrality 
is beginning to appeal. Whether it 
would appeal enough to end their 
tragic habit of calling in outsiders 
to tip the balance in their feuds is 
something else. Those who are 
thus tempted worry that the Uni- 
ted States would object. 

It should not. even though it 
might be necessary to include the 
Soviet Union as a- guaranteeing 
power, as the Soviet Union is in 
Austria. 

The balance of forces never 
stays still in this area. What cha- 
nces there have been for acc- 
ommodation keep being lost bec- 
ause one side or another is det- 
ermined to consolidate battle 
J** 1 ?

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Food: An integral part of global security 


' ROWE — At first glance, 1983 
seems an unlikely year in which to 
brconcerned with food shortages. 
The largest wheat surpluses in his- 
tory are overflowing silos around 
the globe. The world's largest cer- 
eal producer, the United States of 

America, has paid farmers to prb- 

duoe less, and an area larger than 
Italy has been taken out of pro- 
■ d action . International prices fora 
number of basic foods rice, wheat, ' 
maize, soybeans and edible oils 
are relatively low. 

Yet in spite of this apparent 
abundance of food, food con- 
sumption per head of population 
in many of the world’s poorer 
countries is falling. Faced by this 
alarming paradox, the Food and 
Agriculture Organisation of the 
United Nations(FAO) has chosen 
to focus on food security as the 
theme for World Food Day Oct. 

. 16 this year. It is clear that for 
millions of people a reliable, sec- 
ure supply of food remains as unc- 
ertain now as ever in the past. 
'.What is more, it would take only 
two or three poor grain harvest in 
a few major production areas to 
create disastrous shortages of food 
around the world. 


rgency shortages in particular-, 
countries and areas. 

In April- this year,. Edouard 
Saouma, FAO’s director-general, 
explained FAO’s view. “The ult- 
imate objective of world food sec- 
urity", be said “should be to -ens- 
ure that all people at all times have 
both physical and economic access 
to the basic food they need," 

. In general, much more progress 
has been made in meeting the 
immediate threat of food sho- 
rtages than in dealing with the 
underlying anises of inadequate, 
or unequal, access to supplies. 
Food aid, reserve stocks and eme- 
rgency food credit have helped to 
prevent ( serious crises over the 
past decade. Measures to sti- 
mulate food production,. with the 
aim of reaching self sufficiency in 
countries which are chronically 
short of food, have been less suc- 
cessful.

What is food security? 


The basic idea behind food sec- 
urity is simple: It is to ensure ade- 
quate supplies of food to the 
world's people at all rimes irr- 
espective of climate or harvest, 
social status or income.

Wide variations m production 
are' common within individual 
countries. Ironically- food sho- 
rtages are usually most acute -in 
rural areas, where the majority of 
the world’s population, and its 
farmers, live. 

In the 1970s, food production 
fluctuated widely from year to 
year in a number of countries, but 
the majority of. countries -in the 
Near East, Asia and Latin Ame- 
rica, completed the 1970s with 
higher per capita food output 
than 1 a decade before. 


The world’s farmers have pro- 
duced enough to feed everyone 
adequately in most years since the 
1960s. Thirty percent more food is 
produced today than i0 years ago. 
Taking the world’s population as a 
whole, per capita food production 
shows a similarly steady, if less . 
spectacular, increase of around TO 
percent 

Yet FAO estimates that more 
than 450 million people, or about 
ten per cent of the world’s pop- 
ulation, are. seriously und- 
ernourished. if current trends in 
food production and population 
growth continue, FAO predicts 
that this number wdl increase by 
an additional three quarters of a 
million each month for the next 
seventeen years to more than 600 
million by the year 2000. ■ 


Asia has shown the strongest 
growth in food production. Four 
low- income countries, accounting 
for some 40 per cent of world 
population, have made not- 
able progress toward self- 
sufficiency in basic foods. India is 
close to supplying its own cereal 
needs, while China, Indonesia and 
the Philippines have lifted rice 
production to levels which ensure 
self-sufficiency in most years. 

The situation in Africa is less 
promising. Thirty of the 43 dev- 
eloping countries in the region 
cannot produce enough food for. 
their populations. Per head. Afr- 
icans now have 10 per cent less 
domestically grown food available 
to them than in the early 1970s. 
On average, diets in Africa pro- 
vide six per cent less energy than 
the minimum required for sus- 
tained healthy living. 

In general the situation with 
respect to food production is most 
serious among the low income 
countries which must regularly 
import basic foods. Ln 19S2, 33 
out of 69 of the countries exp- 
erienced a considerable reduction 
in the per capita supply of cereals 
Many of these countries, although 
not the most populous ones, are in 
Africa. 


Prospects for the low income, 
food deficit countries are made 
even more bleak by waning int- 
ernational generosity. Just six 
years ago, food aid accounted for 
three in every ten tonnes of cereals 
imported by these countries. Last 
year, food aid was less than wo 
tonnes in every ten- Their food 
import bills have risen five-fold in 
the decade. High real interest 
rates have made the cost of bor- 
rowing money to pay for these 
essential foods a crippling burden, 
especially since many of these 
countries must also import their 
supplies of oil. 

- To make matters worse, the real 
prices of many agricultural export 
commodities, which provide dev- 
eloping countries with at least a 
third of their income, are at a 2» 
year low. 


paths to greater food security 


The task of improving food sec- 
urity is complicated tty the fact 
that it is influenced by factors 
which are only indirectly linked to 
food production. For instance, 
emergency food aid provided to 
prevent a crisis can. by relieving 
pressure on a coumry’s treasury, 
free resources for investment in 
agricultural and future food pro- 
duction. 

Food pricing policies can. acc- 
ording to how they are applied, 
either stimulate or reduce foor 
production. A major problem has 
been that policies which provide 
cheap food in urban centres have 
often resulted in low prices being 
paid to farmers, robbing them of 
any incentive to grow more. 

In recent years many countries 
have acted to establish food stocks 
as an insurance against calamities. 
Bv 19^3. 72 countries had est- 


ablished food reserve pro- 
grammes. 6u of these from the 
developing world. The farmer- 
owned reserve in the United Sta- 
tes, as well as the large national 
buffer stocks established by such 
countries as China. India. Ind- 
onesia and Japan. have added gre- 
atly to the security of the world’s 
food supply. But, the goal of est- 
ablishing a global system of coo- 
rdinated national food reserves 
has so far eluded the most str- 
enuous efforts of planners. 

The problem for the poorer 
countries is the enormity of the 
investment required to make food 
security possible. Improvements 
to land, irrigation and water man- 
agement methods, better roads, 
communications and storage are 
essential, but costly, prerequisites. 
So too is research and dev- 
elopment of farming, forestry and 
fishing systems. Food delivery and 
marketing methods also need con- 
stant refinement, while somehow 
the high costs of quality seeds and 
artificial fertilisers most of which 
are still imported, must be met 
from the national exchequer. 


As the U.N. agency responsible 
for food and agriculture. FAO has 
a major role in helping developing 
countries to strengthen their agr- 
icultural sectors. FAO’s regular 
activities aim to strengthen global 
food production while special 
programmes covering emergency 
relief operations, prevention of 
food losses and improvement of 
fertiliser supplies are primarly 
concerned with immediate food- 
security problems. 

Financial investment in dev- 
elopment projects has been gre- 
atly aided by the work of FAO’s 
Investment Centre, which has att- 
racted some S22 billion in funds 
into agriculture and rural dev-

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elopment. Major funding sources 
are the International Dev- 
elopment Agency (the World 
Bank's low-interest loan arm) and 
the International Fund for Agr- 
icultural Development (IFAD). 
Regional banks and funds fin- 
anced by oil exporting countries 
have also stepped up agricultural 
investment. 

One of FAO's more recent 
major developments has been the 
establishment of the Gobal Inf- 
ormation and Early Warning Sch- 
eme — an information network 
which monitors the day-to-day 
state of world food supplies and 
agriculture. The scheme issues 
food alerts for nations under ser- 
ious threat of shortages. In pro- 
viding these warnings it draws 
upon data such as rainfall sta- 
tistics. crop prospects, country- 
by-country reserve stock levels, 
international market conditions 
for staple foods, even shipping 
availability. 

The world’s food supply rem- 
ains seriously insecure, despite 
widespread efforts and in marked 
contrast with the apparent abu- 
ndance in today’s international 
grain supplies. World Food Day 
offered an opportunity for people 
everywhere to reflect on the pre- 
carious balance between famine 
and abundance and the continuing 
scandal of starvation in face of 
plenty. 

Present food aid and emergency 
reserve targets remain modest 
when set against the widening 
food deficits in low income cou- 
ntries. Two million tonnes for the 
reserve and 18 million tonnes in 
annual food aid are considered 
more appropriate quantities to 
meet real needs.

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Lack of basic services

A number of “newly-built” schools 
in Jordan lack basic scnices like 
water supplies, electricity and 
roads. Students going to these sch- 
ools at the start of the current sch- 
olastic year were disappointed to 
find that these services are non- 
existent. These services should 
have been made available before 
the start of the school year while 
construction of the new schools 
were under way. 

The new schools were built bec- 
ause of their urgent need to offer 
students education, but the abs- 
ence of such services makes it dif- 
ficult for the schools to carry out 
their role and serve the purpose for 


which they had been established. 

The lack of services in schools is 
common phenomena in Amman 
and other towns and villages, as in 
the case of Sa’id Durra School, 
which started the current scholastic 
year at its new building in the 
Wahdat region of Amman. Gov- 
ernment departments that supply 
water and electricity and build 
roads are called on to cooperate 
with the Minis try of Education m 
providing these basic services. The 
Ministry of Education itself should 
pursue efforts for seeing to it that 
all schools have their needs sat- 
isfied so that the educational pro- 
cess can go on unhindered.

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McEmroe suspended for 42 days 


SYDNEY (&) — Wimbledon champion John McE- 
nroe has been suspended from tennis for 42 days 
after being fined S 2,500 for an outburst during his 
Australian Indoor Championship final win over 
Henri Leconte of France here on Sunday. 


McEnroe beat the 20-year-old 
Leconte 6-1 . 6-4. 7-5 to take title 
for a fourth successive year and 
keep intact is record of never hav- 
ing lost a set in singles play in the 
championship. 

The 24-year-old world number 
one was fined after receiving a 
code of conduct warning for abuse 
of 2 D official. McEnroe said he 
would not appeal against the pen- 
alty. 

The fine took the American’s 
total fines this year to $8,300. 
5 S 00 over the limit set by the 
Men's International Professional 
Tennis Council, incurring aut- 
omatic suspension. 

The suspension was the second 
of the American’s career. Just 
over three years ago. he was ban- 
ned from play for three weeks. 

Tournament referee Bill Gil- 
mour imposed the Fine after con- 
ferring with officials after the 
match. 

In an official report. Gilmour 
said McEnroe had said to let-cord 
judge Barry Hill: "How many 
imaginary let calls are you going to 
make, you fat turd?" 

McEnroe later questioned the 
severity of the one imposed, say- 
ing: "If I had known that was 


going to happen. I would have rea- 
lly let him have it... I think I have 
said a lot worse things and gotten 
away when I felt I deserved to be 
penalised." 

McEnroe, who has been wal- 
king a suspension tight rope since 
the U.S. Open early last month, 
denied he had made the remark 
intentionally. 

•*If I had wanted it to happen. I 
would not have done it during the 
singles because it was important to 
win the title. 

"There are a number of ways I 
could have done it (intentionally) 
— during the doubles match or by 
not turning up to a press con- 
ference. which would entail a 
S 1,000 fine," he said. 

McEnroe will miss a tou- 
rnament at Stockholm in two 
weeks' time but. if he does not 
play in any WCT or exhibition 
tournaments, the 42 -day sus- 
pension will be halved. 

■ Either way he will be able to 
compete in the Australian Open 
which starts at Kooyong on Nov- 
ember 2S. 

McEnroe flew out of Sydney for 
New York immediately after he 
and compatriot Peter Rennert lost 
the indoor doubles final to Aus- 


tralia's Mark Edmondson and 
American Sherwood Stewart. 

McEnroe's outburst came after 
the fifth game of the second set 
with Leconte holding a 3-2 lead. 
As the American walked back to 
his chair he turned to Hill and utt- 
ered the remark. Umpire lan 
Basey immediately announced a 
code violation. 

Another incident occurred in 
the second game of the third set 
when Basey gave McEnroe a 
15 -second time warning while he 
was serving. Leconte broke the 
serve to take a 2-0 lead. 

McEnroe approached Basey, 
who called Gilmour and Grand 
Prix supervisor Keith Johnson on 
to the court. Gilmour said later 
McEnroe had questioned the off- 
icials' competence. 

Leconte. 20. could not put the 
same pressure on McEnroe that 
had earned him a quarter-final 
win over Ivan Lendl. 

He was broke in the fourth and 
sixth games of the first set, in the 
ninth game of the second and in 
the third, seventh and 1 1th games 
of the final set. 

“His mind floats in and out." 
McEnroe said of his talented but 
erratic opponent. 

But the French youngster did 
become only the second player in 
this tournament to take a service 
• game off the American. 

McEnroe collected $40,000 for 
winning the singles, while Leconte 
won $20,000.

One man who did get wet was 
Piquet's Brabham team-mate 
Riccardo Patrese of Italy, who. as 
well as winning the race, took a 
large slice of the credit for ens- 
uring the Brazilian woo the title.

Apart from Patrese. the best 
performances came from Alfa 
Romeo's Italian driver Andrea de 
Cesaris, who overtook Piquet in 
the final stages to complete an Ita- 
lian one-two, and veteran Aus- 
trian NUti Lauda. 

Lauda, himself a double world 
champion, stormed through from 
10th on the first lap into second 
place before his engine packed up 
on the 72nd lap with just five laps 
to go. 

But his performance suggests 
things are starting .to come right 
for the McLaren- Po rsche team 
and the Austrian will undoubtedly 
mount a strong challenge next 
year. 

Another driver to throw down 
the gauntlet for 1984 was last 
year's champion Keke Rosberg. 


Navratilova, Shriver meet in final 


TARPON SPRINGS, Florida (R) 
— Top seed Martina Navratilova 
and second-seeded Pam Shriver 
scored straight-set victories Sat- 
urday to advance to the finals of a 
$ 150,000-women’s tennis tou- 
rnament at the Innisbrook resort. 

Navratilova defeated third- 
seeded Zina Garrison 6-3, 6-2 
while Shriver beat fourth-seeded 
Kathy Rinaldi 6-3, 6-3 in the all- 
American semi-finals. 

The winner will receive $28,000 
with $14,000 going to the 
runner-up. 

Navratilova, 26, had to win 
twice on Saturday to go through 


against Shriver, her doubles par- 
tner. Before beating Garrison, she 
elimina ted Bonnie Gadusek of the 
U.S. 7-5, 6-3 in a quarter-final 
postponed from Friday because of 
rain. 

The two victories boosted Nav- 
ratilova's winning streak to 35 str- 
aight matches since losing at the 
French Open. Her singles record 
for the year stands at 71-1. 

Shriver, who has won only three 
of 1 5 matches against Navratilova, 
chose to look on the bright side. 
“The nice part is that the pressure 
is on her,” the 21 -year-old Shriver 
said.

Reuters he had no indication that 
Brazil would need a new loan to 
eradicate the arrears, by the year- 
cad as some bankers have , sug- 
gested: 

“There has been some con- 
fusion over bridging finance,” he 
sakL 

“We have some arrears in pay- 
ments, but so far I’ve no indication 
that we need bridging finance,” he 
added. 

. Bankers estimate Brazilian 
payments arrears at about 53 bil- 
lion, but Mr. Celso Pastore said 
Brazil would be able to arrange 
loan repayments so that it was up 
-to date by the end of 1983. 

Brazil is the third world’s largest 
borrower, with foreign debts est- 
imated at $90 billion. 

Mr. Celso Pastore, scheduled to 
leave Bahrain Sunday for London, 


described his talks with bankers in 
the United States. Canada. Japan 
and Bahrain as constructive. 

. The rescheduling package, for- 
ged recently between a coo- 
rdinating committee of about.' 60 
banks and the International Mon- 
etary Fund, calls for a new loan of 
$6.5 billion and the stretching out 
over nine years of Brazil's, exp- 
ected 1984 debt repayments of 
$5.5 billion. 

Some bankers have said the 
package would set an important 
precedent because of the con- 
cessions banks would be making 
to Brazil in the rescheduling. 

It envisages a nine-year rep- 
ayment period, one year longer 
than the 1983 rescheduling arr- 
angement, and a fiver-year grace 
period instead of 2 Vi years in the 
1983 agreement. 


Interest charges have also been 
reduced to two percentage points 
over London Inter Bank Offered 
Raies (LIBOR) from 2V» points in 
the 1983 package and bank com- 
mission fees have been reduced to 
one per cent from 1 Va per cent last 
year. 

Mr. Celso Pastore, wbo dis- 
missed suggestions that the pro- 
posed package would set a pre- 
cedent. said bankers had reacted 


well to the extension of maturities 
and the longer gTace period. 

Without these extensions, he 
said there would have been a bun- 
ching of repayments in 1987 and 
1988. 

Brazil has about 800 creditor 
banks, but only about 300 are 
' owed significant amounts. . 

Some 170 b anks participated in 
the new loan that was part of the 
2983 rescheduling package. 


Kuwait cuts LPG prices 

KUWAIT (R) — Kuwait has cut its selling price for Liquefied 
Petroleum Gas (LPG) for the third time in three months to match 
recent Saudi Arabian cuts, oil ministry officials said Sunday. 

The officials said Kuwait had lowered LPG prices for propane to 
S225 a tonne and for butane to S250 a tonne, both from S26B and 
effective from Oct. ]. 

They said the cut was “in uniformity with pricing policies in the 
Gulf states.” Saudi Arabia told customers earlier this month it would 
reduce its prices to the same level, also effective Oct. I. 

In August. Kuwait lowered the price of both propane and butane 
103270 a tonne from S283 and last month it reduced the price of both 
to $260 a tonne. On both occasions, the new prices were inline with 
those charged by other Gulf states, notably Saudi Arabia. 

Most liquefied gas in the Gulf is sold to Japan and the cuts were 
made at the request of the Japanese importers, officials said.

With cash fiowirig out of the 
company and the inrerest burden 
due to go up. it scarcely has the 
financial resources to push into 
the kind of development which 
wonld keep it in the forefront of a 
business which is extremely cash 
hungry.

It will 
continue to 'supply new hardware 
and software products for Int- 
ellivision I. but this is now two 
years old. and it is difficult to see it 
surviving indefinitely. 

The net result of this slimming 
course, the company admits, will 
be to reduce the electronics act- 
ivities to a smaller size than the 
traditional toy-making. 

The old heart of the company. 
which has gone through its own 
crises in the past, is still beating 
strongly. In the first halt it raised 
sales by 1 3 per cent and achieved 
record operating profits, of S42 
million. 

It looks as though Mattel will 
have to fall back on this to see it 
through the new crisis. Barbie 
Doll to the rescue. — Financial 
Times.

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Kissinger issues veiled 
threat in Nicaragua 


Grenadan premier reported detained 


MANAGUA (R) — President Reagan’s special 
commission on Central America concluded a whi- 
rlwind tour of the region with a cool reception from 
Nicaragua which accused the United States of wag- 
ing open war against it. 


As the commission. Headed by 
former Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger boarded a plane for 
Washington. Nicaraguan junta 
leader Daniel Ortega said the Uni- 
ted States was an obstacle to peace 
in Central America. 

'"Nicaragua finds that the pre- 
sent U.S. government has dec- 
lared war on it." Mr. Onega told a 
news conference after meeting Dr. 
Kissinger. No details of their talks 
were revealed. 

He blamed the U.S. Central 
Intelligence Agency (CIA) for 
rebel attacks on Nicaraguan fuel 
installations which, together with 
an announcement by the U.S. 
Exxon oil company that it would 
no longer charter tankers for del- 
iveries to Nicaragua, have plunged 
Nicaragua into severe economic 
crisis. 

The United States arms and dir- 
ects rebels of the Nicaraguan 
Democratic Force ( FDN ) in their 
war against leftist Nicaragua, vie- 
wed by the Reagan administration 
as the centre of regional conflicts. 

The New York Times mea- 
nwhile reported that Reagan adm- 
inistration officials had said the 
CIA recommended and helped 
plan rebel attacks against the oil 
installations and other industrial 
targets in Nicaragua. 

The newspaper quoted officials 
as saying a decision was taken by 
the CIA over the summer that att- 


acks against industrial and tra- 
nsportation targets inside Nic- 
aragua would be an effective way 
of hurting the government here. 

The paper’ s report could not be 
immediately confirmed. 

Shortly before Mr. Ortega 
spoke. Dr. Kissinger told rep- 
orters: " I hope that we in the Uni- 
ted States do not have to choose 
between peace and democracy." 

Government officials here int- 
erpreted the comment as a dear 
warning that Washington would 
continue to back the rebels if Nic- 
aragua did not adopt a model of 
democracy proposed by the Uni- 
ted States. 

The bipartisan fact-finding 
team received none of the red car- 
pet treatment here offered in 
other Central American countries 
eager for increased U.S. aid. 

The 14-man panel began its 
seven-day tour in Panama and 
Costa Rica, two countries so far 
spared the violence gripping much 
of Central America but which 
have serious economic problems. 

In Costa Rica. Vice President 
Alberto Fait called on the United 
States to pay S 1 billion a year for 
the next 1 1) years to keep his cou- 
ntry's democracy safe. 

In El Salvador, the commission 
was greeted by an upsurge in vio- 
lence by rightist death squads and 
leftist rebels fighting the U.S.- 
backed government. 


Dr. Kissinger described El Sal- 
vador as being "on the front-line 
in the struggle for freedom." 

In Guatemala, the commission 
heard of the need for increased 
military assistance to fight leftist 
guerrillas, a plea taken up by 
Honduran President Roberto 
Suazo Cordova who called for a 
strengthening of defences. 

Dr. Kissinger said when he ret- 
urned to Washington that the 
commission plans to meet leaders 
of rebels in El Salvador as well as 
Nicaragua. 

Dr. Kissinger said no time had 
been set for the meetiags but "in 
principle we will meet with both 
Salvadorean and Nicaraguan dis- 
sidents." 

Asked if he would meet El Sal- 
vadorean rebel leader Guillermo 
Ungo when Mr. Ungo comes to 
Washington on Thursday and Fri- 
day. Dr. Kissinger said that would 
depend on the commission's sch-, 
edule. 

Central America "is an area in i 
crisis but also an area with great 
hope." Dr. Kissingersaid in a brief 
airport statement. 

"We’re coming back with con- 
fidence that we will make a united 
contribution to the solution of 
some of these problems." 

Asked if he had said in Man- 
agua that he hoped the United 
States did not have to choose bet- 
ween peace and democracy. Dr. 
Kissinger replied: 

"No. I said the United States 
docs not accept the proposition 
that it must accept a choice bet- 
ween peace and democracy, that 
we can have both."

MANILA (R) — Philippine opp- 
osition leaders Sunday rejected an 
invitation to take pan in pre- 
parations for next year's par- 
liamentary elections and warned 
they would boycott polls if Pre- 
sident Ferdinand Marcos staved in 
power. 

Former Sen . Jose Diokno told

Among people at the meeting in 
Gen. Ershacfs official residence 
Saturday were members of the 
former ruling Bangladesh Nat- 
ionalist Party (BNP> and the rig- 
htist Muslim League Party, who 
support an I X-point development 
programme endorsed earlier this 
year. 

A section of the BNP headed by 
former Information Minister 
Shamsui Huda Chowdhury and 
former Home Minister Abdul 
Matin have also said they want a 
presidential election to be held 
before parliamentary polls, a pro- 
cedure which Gen. Ershad adv- 
ocates. 

Political opponents have cri- 
ticised Gen. Ershad for appointing 
himself head of councils set up to 
implement the IN-point pro- 
gramme and described the move 


as a step by the military gov- 
ernment to create its own political 
organisation. 

The Awami League, the largest 
political party, last week restated 
opposition calls for Gen. Ershad 
and his deputies to resign their 
defence service posts before eng- 
aging in politics. 

Gen. Ershad has said he does 
not rule out the possibility of ent- 
ering politics, but he has gua- 
ranteed to put off his uniform first. 
He is due to retire from the army 
in Nov. 19X4. 

Political observers say he may 
call a presidential election bet- 
ween local council polls scheduled 
io be held by March 24. and par- 
liamentary polls tentatively set for 
March. 19X5. 

But 22 political parties inc- 
luding the Awami League Sat- 
urday restated their intention to 
launch anti-government protests 
next month unless Gen. Ershad 
agrees to end martial law and hold 
parliamentary election next 
March.

Malaysia's inspector-general of 
police. Tan Sri Haniff Omar told 
the national news agency Ber- 
nama that police received inf- 
ormation from Interpol two weeks 
ago about the group, believed to 
number from six to nine people. 

Bernama quoted him a$ saying 
the target for hijacking could be 
any airport or airfield in the cou- 
ntry. 

He said security had been ste- 
pped up at all airports but decline 
to elaborate.

It said the team detailed to att- 
ack Prince Andrew would have 
landed on Mustique by submarine 
in July of last year. 

Bui the team was never sent, 
probably because of changes in 
the Argentine milhaiy junta fol- 
lowing the Falklands defeat, the 
newspaper said. 

Quoting unnamed sources in 
Buenos, Aires and London, it said 
a British target, believed to be the 
naval dockyards in Portsmouth, 
and the British staging post at 
Ascension Island in the Atlantic 
were also selected by Argentina 
for sabotage. 

The Sunday Times said last 
week a raid was planned against ' 
ammunition and fuel dumps as 
well as British warships in Gib- 
raltar. 

Thai troops 
to remain 
in S. Korea 

BANGKOK (R) — Thai troops 
attached to the United Nations 
force in South Korea will be kepi 
there to signify Bangkok's con- 
tinuing friendship and coo- 
peration with Seoul, according to 
Thailand's top military officer. 

“ It is only one unit but it dem- 
onstrates our support for South 
Korea while other nations' forces 
have been withdrawn," Gen. Art- 
hit Kamleng-Ek said in an int- 
erview with the Bangkok Post 
published Sunday.

NEW DELHI (R) — Two men on 
a motorcycle threw a bomb into a 
Hindu temple in the troubled 
North Indian state of Punjab Sun- 
day, creating panic among wor- 
shipers and injuring two people, 
the Press Trust of India fFTI) 
news agency reported. 

It was the fifth bomb attack in 
North India in the past three days. 
Eight people have died and aro- 
und 50 have been wounded in the 
attacks believed by police to be 
the work of Punjabi extremists. 

PT1 said the latest incident took 
place in the university town of 
Ludhiana. Two craters were made 
on the floor of the temple and fly- 
ing shrapnel damaged the bui- 
lding's roof and walls. 

Punjab has been unsettled by a 
campaign by hardline Sikhs for a 
series of religious and political 
concessions from the government, 
including greater autonomy for 


the prosperous farming state. 

The territory., bordering Pak- 
istan. was placed under direct rule 
from Delhi earlier this month after 
Sikh extremists killed eight Hin- 
dus. 

President Zail Singh Saturday 
night paved the way for the.use of 
troops to maintain order in Punjab 
by signing a decree giving the 
armed Forces there special powers, 
including search and arrest wit- 
hout warrant and the right to 
shoot to kill. 

At least three people were kil- 
led and 25 injured Saturday mor- 
ning in a grenade attack on a 
Hindu festival in Chandigarh. 
Punjab's administrative centre, 
police said. 

Prime Minister Indira Gandhi 
warned at a Delhi news con- 
ference that terrorism would not 
pay and urged the opposition to 
help end the violence. 


Sri Lanka to hold talks 
on separatist problems 


COLOMBO (R) *— Sri Lankan 
President Junius Jayewardene has 
invited four opposition parties to 
discussions aimed at finding a sol- 
ution to the island's ehtnic ten- 
sions which erupted in bloody vio- 
lence three months ago. 

But the invitation to the mee- 
ting on Wednesday was not ext- 
ended to the main party of the 
minority Tamil community, the 
Tamil United Liberation Front 
(TULF;. a spokesman for the pre- 
sidential secretariat said. 

Mr. Jayewardene has said he 
will not negotiate with the TULF 
unless it abandons its campaign 
for a Tamil state. Party leader 
Appapillai AmirthaJingam has 
refused to do so although he has 
expressed willingness to consider 
alternatives. 

The front has denied any con- 
nection with Tamil separatist gue- 
rrillas in the northern district of 


Jaffna. But the government said 
on Wednesday that a letter found 
by the security forces, allegedly 
written by Mr. Aminhalingam's 
son. firmly established links bet- 
ween the party and the guerrillas. 

Information Minister Ana- 
ndatissa de Ahvis told reporters 
the party leader, believed to be in 
New Delhi, would be questioned 
about these links when he ret- 
urned to the island. . 

In August the government, with 
the support of some opposition 
parties, amended the constitution 
to ban separatist policies. The 
front boycotted the debate and 
has not returned to parliament 
since. 

The main opposition group, the 
Sri Lanka Freedom Party (SLFPj 
has said it will send rep- 
resentatives to Wednesday's mee- 
ting. 


Book says 
Soviet might 
is part bluff 

LONDON (R) — Fake wooden 
anti-aircraft missiles and a tank 
gun thai swallows the gunner's leg 
are among the lesser known asp- 
ects of the awesome Soviet mil- 
itary machine, according to a new 
book. 

The abiding Soviet military pri- 
nciple is that appearance is more 
important than substance, author 
Andrew Cockbum says.

Britain forgives 
former mutineer 


LONDON (R) — The ashes of a 
former mutineer who spent 50 
years of voluntary exile in the Sov- 
iet Union have been scattered at 
sea by the British navy in a gesture 
of good grace. It thereby granted 
the dying wish of one-time able 
seaman Len Wincott. one of the 
leaders of a 1931 revolt that hal- 
ted Britain's powerful Atlantic 
fleet. The mutiny, known as the 
Invergordon incident, prevented 
ships leaving the port in northern 
Scotland for 4X hours in a 
depression -era protest against 
plans for sharp pay cuts. The cuts 
were later modified. Wincott. 75. 
died in the Soviet Union in Jan- 
uary this year. His Russian widow. 
Lena, a naval chaplain, a navy off- 
icer and friends went out on a navy 
tender to commit to the sea the 
ashes of a man discharged 5 2 years 
ago because his services were "no 
longer required."

17-year-old Chilean, claiming sighting 
of Virgin Mary, gathers following

SANTIAGO (R) - Despite the 
official scepticism of the Roman 
Catholic Church, a 17-year-old 
Chilean who says he holds regular 
conversations with the Virgin 
Mary has captured the ima- 
gination of thousands. 

Newspapers have devoted 
pages to reports on the phe- 
nomenon of Miguel Angel Pob- 
lete. who went for a walk on a hill 
last June and returned saying he 
had seen and talked to the Virgin 
Mary. 

It turned out that he had lied 
about his age. saying he was only 
15. and people who had known 
him at orphanages and a reh- 
abilitation centre (old newspapers 
of epileptic attacks, compulsive 
lying and drug addiction — all 
denied by the boy. 

But the stories did not dis- 
courage thousands of Chileans 
from travelling to the hillside out- 
side the village ot Villa Alemana. 
about l tin kilometres northwest of 
Santiago, to witness the app- 
aritions. 

On one occasion last week the 
crowd was reported to' be a dis- 
appointing 20.(100. but the scenes 
of fainting, hysteria and devout 
prayer around the shrine were 
repeated. 

The low attendance, compared 
with earlier crowds of over 
100.000, may have been due to a 
statement the previous night from 


the - bishop of Valparaiso. Fra- 
ncisco de Borja. urging extreme 
caution over the case. 

Commenting on the first reports 
by art official church investigating 
commission, he said: "For now I 
am inclined to a strongly crtitica/ 
attitude. As a result we forbid all 
priests to engage in any cult act in 
that place." 

That was bad news for the small 
entrepreneurs who had begun to 
make a good living hawking eve- 


ognised by the church.

Priest Luis 
Fernandez, complied with the 
bishop’s instructions to stay away 
on Friday, although he was wai- 
tng at the bottom of the hill for 
Poblete lo come down from the 
shrine, neatly fenced with iron rai- 
lings paid for by the faithful. 

Teenage Virgin 

In press interviews. Poblete has 
said that the Virgin has the face ol 
a 19- or 20-year-old and a veil 
with 1 2 stars, which has led locals 
to christen the site the Hill ot the 
1 2 Stars. 

He has said that the Virgin ent- 
rusted him with revelations similar 
lo those said to have been made 66 
years ago to three children at Fat- 
ima in Portugal, which are known 
only to the Pope. The Fatima app- 
aritions have been officially rcc-
